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Sir: 

In response to the Requirement for an Election of Species Requirement dated August 12, 
2004, the applicants provisionally elect to prosecute the species embodying Species 79 of FIG. 
34 corresponding to Claims 18-22, and Sub-Species 1 of FIG. 37A also according to the 
Requirements (item 3, page 9 of the Action) corresponding to Claim 23. Claims 18-22 and 23 
read on these species and sub-species. The applicants reserve the right to file a divisional 
applications on the non-elected claims. 

Since claims 18-22 correspond to Species (79) as mentioned above, Species (80) and 
Species (81) should be-examined simultaneously in the present application. This is because 
Species (80) corresponds to claim 21 and Species (81) corresponds to claim 22, and both claims 
21 and 22 also correspond to Species (79) first elected, as mentioned above. 

The applicants respectfully request an early examination on the elected claims 18-23 and 
favorable action on the merits.
